1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding claim 12, the applicant argues on pages 5-6 that McCormack etal. do not show or suggest any arrangement of a PBX 
that includes a CPU of the PBX accessing the working memory of the CPU for transmission of sound signals to a communication 
terminal while that communication terminal is being held. Examiner respectfully disa grees with argument. In paragraphs 0076, 
0078. McCormack teaches that music or video n.e.. digital sound seauencesi is stored on PC/connected device/ built-in MOH 
server [i.e.. working memorvl of the PBX or a switch device. Since call server 52 in Fiq.5 is in the form of PBX. there must be a 
CPU which runs the functions of the PBX. Since the holding functions cause the PBX/call server to switch the output of the MOH 
server, it is clear that the PBX or a switch device is configured to transmit the diaital sound seauences stored on the working 
memory of a PBX's CPU while the connection reauestof one or more communication terminals is being held. 

Thus, the rejection of the claim will remain. The reiection of the claims 29 and 30 will remain for the same reasons as discussed above 
with respect to claim 12..
